Exports  through  the  Port  of  Boston's  public  terminals  continued  their  strong  growth  during 
1991,  increasing  by  5.3  percent  to  400,209  tons,  a  new  record.  Total  general  cargo  tonnage 
amounted  to  1,041,499  tons.  Overall,  the  Port  of  Boston  handled  nearly  18  million  tons  of 
cargo  worth  $6.8  billion. 

The  Port  of  Boston  is  vital  to  the  health  of  the  New  England  economy.  Combined,  Massport 
and  private  terminal  operations  generate  jobs  for  over  9,000  people  as  terminal  operators, 
stevedores,  truckers,  brokers,  and  longshoremen.  The  port's  marine  terminals  ensure  that 
Massachusetts  can  be  an  effective  competitor  in  international  markets,  connecting  our  region 
to  the  trade  routes  of  Europe,  Asia,  Latin  America,  and  Canada.  Ships  calling  Boston's 
terminals  provide  direct  service  to  ports  around  the  world,  while  feeder  service  is  provided 
several  times  weekly  to  the  ports  of  Halifax  and  New  York. 

Massport  is  responsible  for  the  planning  and  promotion  of  the  Port  of  Boston.  In  particular, 
it  is  responsible  for  the  development,  marketing,  operation,  and  maintenance  of  the  port's 
public  terminals. 

Massport,  a  revenue  bond  authority,  is  committed  to  operating  the  port's  public  terminals 
efficiently  and  cost  effectively  to  meet  New  England's  international  trade  needs  and  to 
provide  the  facilities  necessary  for  future  growth. 

Massport  has  embarked  on  a  major  capital  construction  agenda  which  includes: 
o  investment  of  $50  million  to  expand  Conley  Terminal; 

o  local  sponsorship  of  the  Boston  Harbor  Dredging  Project  to  deepen  shipping  channels; 

o  improvement  of  truck  access  through  the  construction  of  the  Third  Harbor 
Tunnel/Central  Artery's  Seaport  Access  Road; 

o  improvement  of  rail  connections  and  service  to  the  port.

TOTAL  PORT  TRADE 

In  1991,  the  Port  of  Boston  handled  17,872,665  tons  of  cargo  worth  $6.8  billion. 
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ECONOMIC  IMPACT 

Over  9,000  people  are  employed  by  Massport  and  private  terminal  operations  in  jobs 
directly  relating  to  the  Port  of  Boston's  maritime  activities.  Among  these  employees 
are  terminal  operators,  longshoremen,  brokers,  and  truckers.  The  payroll  and  benefits 
of  these  employees  totaled  over  $306  million  after  personal  income  taxes. 

In  fiscal  year  1991,  the  cargo  facilities  owned  and  operated  by  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority  generated  $1.02  billion  in  economic  activity  for  the  New  England  region, 
translating  into  an  average  daily  impact  of  $2.8  million. 


GENERAL  CARGO 


In  1991,  1,041,499  tons  of  waterborne  general  cargo,  valued  at  $3  billion,  was 
handled  at  the  public  terminals  owned  and  operated  by  Massport.  Ninety-two  percent 
was  shipped  in  containers  on  regularly  scheduled  direct,  barge,  and  feeder  shipping 
lines.  This  international  trade  generated  more  than  one  billion  dollars  in  economic 
benefits  for  the  region. 

General  cargo  refers  to  commodities  handled  in  individual  units.  General  cargo  can 
be  further  divided  into  breakbulk  and  container  cargo.  Breakbulk  is  cargo  that  is  not 
packed  into  standard  20-  or  40-foot  containers,  but  rather,  shipped  individually. 
Examples  of  breakbulk  cargo  handled  in  the  Port  of  Boston  include  automobiles, 
plywood,  and  machinery. 

The  port's  public  general  cargo  terminals,  owned  and  operated  by  Massport  are: 

o     Moran  Terminal  in  Charlestown  -  a  full  service  container  terminal.  In  the 
past  fiscal  year  Massport  invested  $1,045,000  in  improving  and  expanding  the 
terminal; 

o     Conley  Terminal  in  South  Boston  -  handles  containers  and  automobiles.  In  the 
past  fiscal  year  Massport  invested  $1,523,000  in  terminal  expansion  programs 
at  Conley  and  in  1992  is  beginning  a  five  year,  $50  million  expansion  program; 

o     Harbor  Gateway  Terminal  in  South  Boston  -  home  to  the  port's  cruise 
terminal.  In  the  past  fiscal  year  Massport  invested  $1,702,000  in  terminal 
improvements.  Harbor  Gateway  is  also  utilized  for  cement  and  automobiles.

BULK  CARGO 

Bulk  cargos  are  liquid  or  dry  commodities  that  are  piped  from  vessels  carrying  that 
particular  commodity.  Bulk  terminals  in  Boston  are  privately  owned  and  operated. 
The  major  bulk  commodity  in  the  Port  of  Boston  is  petroleum,  imported  into  the  port 
and  distributed  by  truck  or  coastal  barge.  Other  bulk  commodities  include  cement, 
gypsum,  liquid  natural  gas,  salt,  and  scrap  metal.
